Gordon is also in the market for bu¬ 
ying second hand Spectrum adven¬ 
tures, and boasts that nothing will be 
refused. This means that he’ll prob¬ 
ably give you about tuppence for 
some game that nobody but you has 
ever heard of, but you will get a fair 
price for a fair game. Just like those 
second-hand record shops who use 
the same slogan ("nothing refused"), 
the price that you will get depends 
very much on the quality of the ma¬ 
terial on offer. 

As a final service, if you are des 
perately trying to get hold of a 
particular adventure, you can 
also write to GI Games and 
see if they have it in stock. 

You will receive a list of 
everything that is currently 
on offer, which by now 
probably runs to about 
three million games, 
so if you ARE 
determined 


to update your collection by ac¬ 
quiring a special game then GI 
Games are well worth a stamp. 

You’ve got a better chance of finding 
it there than by walking into the near¬ 
est Boots or W.H. Smiths, who very 
rarely seem to stock anything of in¬ 
terest to the Spectrum adventure 
player, especially if you happen to be 
a text-only purist. 

'Hiis is why (oh, another cunning 
link), we must support the small soft¬ 
ware houses like GI Games who con¬ 
tinue to offer quality material at ex¬ 
tremely low prices. Generally speak¬ 
ing, they’re not in the market to make 
vast amounts of profit.
